“ALL-TIME RECORD | 


Exceeded in only three years 
since 1892, this season’s rainfall 
total is nearing the 36 inch mark, 
according to measurements made 
at Twenty-second street. 

During the 24 hour period end- 
ing at 2 p.m. Thursday, the Up- 
land district received .60 of an 
inch of rain. This is the latest fig- 
ure permitted to be published to- 
day. The season total at that 
time stood at 35.64 inches. One 
year ago at this time the season 
total was 13.24. 

Snow fell in the mountains yes- 
terday, a white mantle being 
spread over the Camp Baldy area 
for a short time. Patches of 
snow extended for some distance 
down the south side of Ontario 
and Cucamonga peaks. 

OTHER RECORDS 

With three months yet to go, it 
is too early to make final com- 
parison of season totals, but the 
records that now set a mark for 
the year 1943 to reach, are 38.05 
inches in 1914; 40.36 inches in 








1916, and the all-time high of 
42.40 in 1941. 

Lowest rainfall recorded since 
1892 was 8.15 inches in 1899. In 
the previous year, 1898, the 
total was 12.92 and in 1900, 12.93, 
three years of drought.

authored the Declaration of Independence. Later he was to 
serve as governor of Virginia, as a member of the Con- 
tinental Congress, and twice as President of the United 


States. But beyond all this, Thomas Jefferson had the vis- 
ion to foresee the part America was to play in world his- 
tory—the measures it must take to survive. 

He was a versatile man, a humanitarian, a profound 
thinker. Because of him, we understand the essential na- 
ture, in democracy, of freedom of press, of speech, of re- 
ligion. He it was who saw the naturalness of a ‘‘Bill of 
Rights’’ in government, in which ‘‘I have a right to noth- 
ing which another has a right to take away.’’ He knew the 
vital nature of free enterprise ** Agriculture, manu- 
facture, commerce and navigation, the four pillars of our 
prosperity, are the most thriving when let't free to individual 
enterprise.’’ 

““But,’’ declared Jefferson in 1786, ‘‘by far the most im- 
portant bill in our whole eode is that for the diffusion of 
knowledge among the people. No other sure foundation 
ean be devised for the preservation of freedom and happi- 


ness. Establish and improve the law for educating the 
common people,’’ he urged. ‘‘Preach a crusade against ig- 
morance.’’ 


Let us refresh ourselves at the fountain of his clarity, in 
these days of trial, for we are engaged in what may well be 
a last struggle for the survival of democracy. This may be 
the last opportunity our civilization will have—wwe dare not 
lose—we cannot, if we remember what America stands for.

The Chief of Po- 
lice of.the City of Upland is here- 
by authorized and directed to reg- 
ister all such bicycles and issue 
licenses upon written application 
therefor, and in each instance the 
license shall be effective for the 
calendar. year during. which the 
same was issued. Thereafter in 
every instance said bicycle shall 
be thus.-registered.. and. licensed 
during each succeeding calendar 
year or part thereof that the same 
is used upon the streets and ways 
of the City of Upland. The fee 
for the original registration shall 
be Twenty-five ($.25) Cents, and 
no further fee shall’ be charged 
for the registration and licensing 
of the same bicycle for the en- 
suing calendar years. 

Section Three. The control and 
supervision of the registration and 


Upland is hereby placed in the 
Chief of Police, and he is hereby 
authorized and directed to secure 
appropriate license plates, togeth- 
er with registration cards, appli- 
cation blanks, and any and all 
other necessary or convenient 
things that may be required in 
the due enforcement hereof. It 
is contemplated that a license 
plate shall be attached to each 
bicycle, and it shall be the duty 
of the Chief of Police to attach 
one such license plate to each bi- 
cycle licensed, and to issue a cor- 
responding registration card to 
each licensee, upon the payment 
of the original license fee as 
above provided.
